LEMLY AND HANNA CLAIM 
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SECRETARY OF NAVY LONG. 
He Will Dispose of the Schley-Sampson Controversy Today, 
as the Department Is Concerned. 


So Far 
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Judge Advocate and Solicitor File Report with Long 
Urging Him To Approve the Findings of 
Admirals Benham and Ramsay. 


ASHINGTON, December 20.— 
W Bese Advocate General Lemly 

and Solicitor Hanna today sub- 
mitted to Secretary Long thelr report 
upon the bfll of objections filed by Ad- 
miral Schley, through his counsel, to the 
findings of the Schley court of inquiry. 
In substance this report is an argument 
supplementary to the argument made by 
the writers before the court of inquiry, 
The principal points are an insistence 
upon their contention that their first re- 


port is the unanimous report of the court | 


of inquiry;.that the court was justified 
in rejecting Admiral Sehley’s evidence by 
the number of witnesses who took issue 
with him, atd that there ts no sufficient 
reason for a’ reopening of the casé@ as re- 


Schley. 

The report, as appears from its text, 
is solely that of Judge Advocate General 
Lemly and Solicitor Hanna, and as such 
was laid before Secretary Long. The 
secretary stated that he would not act 
upon the report today. He added that he 
would withhold action today on the other 


‘matters pending connected with this is- 


sue, namely, Admiral Sampson's appeal, 
Admiral Schley’s request to be allowed 
to be heard by argument on the appeal, 
and the findings of the court of inquiry 
itself. There was an intimation, how- 
ever, that all of these matters would re-

Lemly-Hanna Report. 


The report is as follows: 

“December 20, 1991.—Sir: A communi- 
cation dated the 18th irstant. signed by 
Rear Admiral W. S. Schley and by Isidor 
Raynor and James Parker, his counsel. 
<cbjecting to tae approval of the findings 
of the court of inuviry in the case of 
Rear Admiral Sechieyv, and asking partic- 
ularly that what the signers are pleased 
to term ‘the opinion of the majority of 
the court’ be remitted to the court for 
further consideraticn. has been received 
by the department's reference, and is re- 
turned with the following statement: 

“Tt is somewhat difficult to deal, with 
this pacer on account of its general and 
non-specific character, and sweeping, 
though ursupporied. assertion of opinion 
Ly the applicant end his counsel that, in 
their judgment. the adverse finding of 
the court is not|justified by the evidence. 
The paper might be dismissed as simply 
a not unexpected expression of disgatis- 
{faction with en-alverse judgment, burt 
for the fact that it contains a number 
of misstatements and, particularly, has 
woven throughout its entire structure an 
inaccurate and misleading use of the 
words ‘majority of the court.’ 

‘The findings of fact and the opinion 
of the cour: of inquiry in the case of 
Admiral Schley. upon the more important 
and material points before it, were not 
reached by a majority of the members 
only, but by the entire court. The points 
of the precept upon which all the mem- 
bers of the court unite appear to be in. 
controvertibly established by the evi- 
dence; it is not understood how any other 
conelusions could have been reached upon 
them, and they constitute the essential 
features of the entire matter under in- 
quiry. 


What the Evidence Shows. 


“The evidence adduced’ before the court ° 


conclusively shows: 

‘I'nder the fourth clause of the pre- 
cept: That on the 26th of May, tae8, when 
within a few miles of Santiago, to which 
point he was under orders to proceed 
with the utmost dispatch, and where he 
was advised that the enemy's fleet was 
reperted to be, and where, in fact, It 
actually was, Commodore Schley turned 


consisting of some of the best vessels of 
the American navy, and headed -for a 
home port more than 700 miles distant, 
without sufficient reason or excuse for 
such action. taking with him at the same 
time the secuting vessels the department 
had sent there to watch the entrance, 
and leaving the port of Santiago, with 
the enemy's flect inside, unguarded.

‘“ ‘Fje should not have made the retro- 
grade turn westward with his squadron.’ 
In face of the facts the court could not 
have found otherwise.

‘That while thus abandoning the field 
of action with his fleet Commodore Schley 
was overtaken by a dispatch vessel bear- 
ing an urgent order, dated May 25, from 
the department, in sitfstance directing 
him to proceed to Santiago, ascertain 
facts; report, and not’ suffer the enemy 
to escape; that, nevertheless, he con-, 
tinued to. peereet gern his squadron,

“The commanding officers were inform- 
ed in effect that the purpose was to de- 
stroy the Colon and the officers in charge 
of the turrets of the Massachusetts were 
instructed accordingly by Commodore 
Schley in person.’ 

The report declares the finding of the 
court as to the stopping and backing of 
the Texas to avoid possible collision 
with the Brooklyn on account of tke loop 
is fully sustained by the evidence. 

AS to the Hodgson-Schley letters the re- 
port says: ‘“‘All members of the court 
agree in finding that Admiral Schley did 
injustice to Lieutenant Commander A. (C. 
Hodgson in publishing only a portion of 
the correspondence which passed _ be- 
tween them,’ and adds: ‘‘The mere pe- 


rusal of the correspondence is sufficient | 


to show the correctness of this find- 
ing.’ 

The report continues: 

“Upon the points above set forth, 
which appear to embrace substantially 
the important matters covered by the in- 
quiry, the court is united, and its findings 
are unanimous; they are sustained by 
the unimpeached and unimpeachable tes- 
timony of Commodore Schley’s brother 
officers, who served with him and under 
him, by official telegrams, letters and 
reports, and by the logs of the several 
vessels of his squadron and it would ac- 
cordingly be idle to remit these matters 
to the same body for reconsideration upon 
the same evidence.’ It is asserted fur- 
thermore that ‘‘the court is a unity upon 
all points except those as to which the 
admiral expresses individual, but not in 
all cases contradictory views.”’ 

The report Says as to the declaration 
“of the applicant and his counsel that 
the court has ‘ignored’ or ‘not consider- 
ed’ evidence,’’ that the court considered

Foreign Minister Prinetti Says the 
United States Is Unable To Ful- 
fill Iys Engag¢ments—Blood 
Money Not Wanted 
by Italy.

Rome, December 2.—In the senate to- 
day Baron Fava, formerly Itallan am- 
bassador at Washington, raised the ques- 
tion of lynchings in the United States, in 
which there had beén a_ repetition of 
grave events, he said, and where the 
guilty persons had not been discovered. 
Baron Fava referred to the suggestion 


of the late President McKinley after the 


lynching at Erwin, Miss., respecting 
legislation for the protection of foreign- 
ers, and he alluded feelingly to the high 
esteem in which the late President Mc- 
Kinley and the late King Humbert, both 
victims of the assassin, were held by thetr 
countrymen. 
He Caused a Sensation. | 

Replying to Baron Fava, Signor Pri- 
nettl, the minister of foreign affairs, de- 
clared that neither the Itailan govern- 
ment nor Italian diplomats were gullty 
of any negligence in (their efforts to se- 
cure the triumph of justice, but, owing 
to the reticence of t witnesses, it had 
been impossible to idpntify the culprits, 
and the grand jury had declared, accord- 
ing to the usual formhla, that the lynch- 
ing in question had occurred by the “will 
of God.” This statement from Signor 
Prinetti caused a sensation. 

Continuing, the foreign minister said 
that the Italian government would con- 
tinue to pretest, in the hope of obtaining 
satisfaction against a state of affairs 
which constituted an offense against in- 


ternational treaties. Bhe government, had’ 


represente@ What a dtMous thing it was, 
said Signor Prinetti, that the government 
of the United States should declare itself 
unable to fulfill its engagements in con- 
formity with international treaties. To 
this representation the American govern- 
ment had not replied in writing, but it 
had admitted that the Italian claims 
were well founded, and had promised 
carefully to consider the question. 
Blood Money Not Wanted. 
Minister Prinetti said that he agreed 
with Baron Fava in his expressed opinion 
that an indemnity for the lives of 
Italians who had been lynched should 
not be refused, but that he considered 
indemnities ought not to be regarded as 
a setoff to the crimes committed. At the 
Same time, continued the speaker, it was 


impossible to compel the families of the 


victims to renounce the 
spontaneously offered them. 

The Italian government, continued the 
foreign minister, would ask for no in- 
demnities as the price of the blood of its 
citizens, but it would not object. if in- 


indemnities

PHILIPPINES. 


Reclining on Lounge, He Made an 
Optimistic Address. 

Manila, December 20.—Over 4,000 mem- 
bers of the federal party called on Gov- 
ernor Taft today to bid him farewell and 
to wish him a safe return. The governor, 
reclining on a lounge, addressed 150 of 
the most prominent of his visitors, Say- 
ing that he was touched and honored by 
their presence. The organization, he 
added, had done so much toward bring- 
ing about peace and giving the country a 
stable party that it argued more for the 
success of American labors than any- 
thing else during the recent. critical 
times. 

The reports circulated in the United 
States founded on incidents connected 
with the war in Batang‘as province and 
the island of Samar, the governor said, 
tend to convey a wrong impression of the 
situation, which is really hopeful. 
Through its officers, the constabulary and 
the provincial governments, besides 850 
teachers, the commission had excellent 
means of acquiring information in the or- 
ganized provinces and it considers that 
there never was a time when there had 
been so much real ground for hopeful- 
ness and encouragement in regard to the 
attitude of the Filipino people toward the 
civil government. The military disaster 
in Samar had created an unfounded fee}- 
ing of uneasiness concerning the condi- 
tion of the people of the rest of the archi- 
pelago. The war in Batangas and Samar. 
kept up by misguided men, furnishes the 
only obstacle to obtaining liberal legisla- 
tion on the part of congress. 

In concluding, the governor said he 
would return here. He liked the Filipinos 


and regretted leaving at this particular. 


time. But ‘t was a comfort to know that 
the duties of the office were in the hands 
of Vice Governor Wright, an able law- 
yer, who sympathized deeply with the 
best hopes of the people. In conclusion 
the governor said he expected to be back 
before May and he hoped to have the 
pleasure of presenting the federal party’s 
memorial to the president.

He leaves an unfinished book 
on ld Hung Chang and his times, upoa 
which he had werked for several years, 
Mr. Pethicas book contains valuable 
concerning recent Chinese

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Atlanta is now in the throes of a cold 
snap that promises to break all previous 
records for the month of December. 

The cold spell which came last Sunday 
was just beginning to wane when a4 
northwest wind swept down upon the city 
and the mercury beat a hasty retreat, 
seeking the lowest section of the tube. 

Never before in the history of the 
weather bureau tn. Atlanta haw such an 
extended period of eold..weather been re- 


corded. 
On Jast Wednesday the thermometer 


registered 9.1 degrees above zero, break-: 


ing all previgie records’ for .seagon 


of the year. 
the weather man glanced at his official 


record he saw that the mercury stood 
at 11.5 degrees, breaking all records for 
that date. 

Only twice in the history of the bureaw 
has the thermometer registered below 16 
degrees before the 2lst of December. In 
1884 11 degrees was reached on the 19th 
and in 1882 12 degrees was recorded on 
the 8th. Last year the coldest day before 
the 2ist was the 9th, when the record 
shows a registration of only 30.

For the past six days the temperature 
has been abnormally low. The official

Accompanying the severe weather is a 
cutting wind, which spares neither man 
or beast. The suffering during the day 
yesterday was intense and it was prac- 
tically impossible to keep warm, except 
in the radius of a well fired heater.

A comparison with the figures for the 
present month shows that the present 
weather is abnormally cold and is 
without precedent in this section of the 
country. 

Low Temperature General. 

The low temperature is general 
throughout the country and extends 
down into Florida. The center of the 
high pressure has been over Texas and 
is moving eastward, causing colder 
weather in the southeast. 

The effect of the extremely cold weath- 
er is felt by all the merchants through- 
out this section. In Atlanta the greater 
portion of the Christmas shopping should 
have been done. The cold weather has 
kept people at home and when the thaw 
comes the rush will doubtless be the 
greatest in the history of the city.

Hitch Over Tax Limit. 

The point which caused the hitch in the 
agreement was a misunderstanding abouc 
the init to be pu‘ upon the ad valorem 
taxation of the combined properties. Mr, 
Atkinson, it is said, decMired it was hig 
understanding that the limit of $2,200,006 
for ths first ten years of the agreement 
should bs upon the entire properties 
both inside and outside the city. The 
committee, however, held to it that this 
limit was to be upon the prqaperty inside 


the city, and that it could have nothing | 


to do with the property cutside. 

That was the main point of difference. 
Scction 4 of the agreement, as drawn by 
the city attorney, frlipulated that should

These points were discussed at length 
et the first conference between Mr. At- 
kinson and the members of the special 
committee appointed by council. The 
agreement was not prepared at that time, 
but notes were made on all the points 
which came up and later the agreement 
Was drawn from these notes. 

On Thursday Mr. Atkinson declined to 
sign this agreement, stating !t was his 
understanding that his attorneys were 
to draw the instrument covering = the 
terms of the agreement of consolidation. 
The committee, on the other hand, un- 
Gerstooi that Mr. Atkinson should have 
the privilege of*preparing the ordinance 
to- repeal the existing anti-consolidation 
ordinances, embracing penalties, so as to 
clear the way for a combination of prop- 
erties, and that the committee reserved 
the right to draw the agreement of terms 
making this consolidation possible. 

Neither Side Would Budge. 

This misunderstanding not only caused 
the hitch, but resulted in the negotiations 
falling through. There were several other 
points which were not agreed to by both 
sides, but the question of limitation of 
the amount of ad valorem taxes was 
the chief one. It was the only one taken 
up at the meeting yesterday, and had it 
been settled the others might also have 
been arranged to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. 

Mr. Atkinson refused to recede from 
the stand he had taken, the committce 
stkewise refused to recede from its posi- 
tion, and there the matter stood. There 
was nothing more to do but declare the 
negotiations off, and council will be offi- 
cially notified of the fact next Monday 
afternoon. Ccuncil is expected to meet 
at that time and adjourn immediately, 
as the meeting was arranged for but one 
purpose—that of receiving a report from 
the special committee. It was thought 
yesterday that the council meeting, under 
the circumstances, would be called off, 
but the mayor tock no action looking to 
that end. 

After the city attorney had prepared a 
cepy of the agreement which the mem- 
hers of the committee sanctioned, Mr. 
Arkwright, representing Mr. Atkinson, 
also drafted an agreement. These tw>d 
papers differed in several particulars. 
One of the most important sections of 
the Atkinson agreement called for the 
repeal of the general ordinance of August 
22, 1899. There were one or two points 
in that ordinance which the committee 
Was unwilling to have eliminated. The 
first was th stipulation that street car 
companies should not haul freight 
through the city; the second, that the 
fare chargéd should be restricted to 5 
cents during the day and 10 cents from 
midnight until 5 o’clock a. m. The com- 
mittee contended that these provisions 
should remain. 

Had the agreement gone 
would have meant the consolidation of 
the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company, the 
Georgia Electric Light Company and the 
street railway, electric light and steam 
heating systems of the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company. It is said that the 
gross receipts of these combined prop- 
erties amounted to about $1,250,000 this 
year. In ten years the city would have 
been entitled to a 5 per cent payment 
of the gross receipts, which, at that 
time, it was estimated by a member of 
the committee, would have been fully 
$5,000,000 annually. According to these 
estimates the city’s combined incdme 
from these consolidated properties in 
ten or fifteen years would have been 
more than $200,000 each year. 

Final Conference Session. 
In accordance with the agreement 
“made at the adjourned session of councl] 
last Thursday afternoon, the members 
of the special committee met in the city 
attorney's office yesterday morning at 11 
o'clock to have a final conference with 
Mr. Atkinson. The object of the meet- 
ing was to reach some agreement regard- 
ing the terms of the proposed consolida- 
tion 

All of the members of the committee 
attended. They were: Councilman W. C. 
Rawson, chairman; Councilman John C., 
Reed, Alderman M. T. LaHatte, Council- 
man H. W. Grady and Councilman W. 
M. Terry. 

The committee was in session for sev- 
eral hours. City Attorney James lL. 
Mayson and Assistant City Attorney W. 
P. Hill met with the committee. The 
members or the committee discussed the 
matter up for consideration for some lit- 
tle time before Mr. Atkinson arrived. 
Mr. Atkinson telephoned to the city at- 
torney’s office to know if he was eéx- 
pected to appear before the committee 
and was informed that such was the un- 
derstanding. In company with his coun- 
sel, Attorney Preston Arkwright, Mr. 
Atkinson at once came to the committee 
meeting. where the main point of dis- 
agreement was discussed. 

From a reliabi-~ source it is learned 
that Mr. Atkinson positively declined to 
recede from his position in refusing to 
sign an agreement which limited the 
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ad valorem taxation of the consolidated 
.properties ‘th the city 032,200,000 for -the 
‘first ten years. He is quoted as saying 
that his company could not agree to 
terms which he felt would serve to harh- 
per the operation of the properties 
sought to be combined. It is said that 
he reiterated the statement that it was 
his understanding that the limit of ad 
valorem taxation should not be set at the 
amount of the whole property both in- 
side Atlanta and outside but at the 
figure representing the city’s proportion- 
ate part of the*state’s assessment of the 
consolidated properties. 

It is also said that Mr. Atkinson de- 
clared it was useless to go further with 
the negotiations; that the mayor would 
unquestionably veto the agreement, and 
that the matter would have to go over 
until next year to be threshed out before 
a new council. 7 aa 

The utmost good feeling prevailed dur- 
ing the meeting. and when ft was found 
that no agreement could be reached the 
chairman. of the committee announced 
the fact to the newspaper reporters. 
Chairman Rawson, in company with Al- 
derman LaHatte, went direct to the city 
hall and notified the mayor of the out- 
come of the meeting. 

Terms Fair, Says Hill. 

After the meeting Assistant City At- 
torney Hill was seen and asked for a 
Statement regarding the matter. Mr. Hill 
has been closely identified: with the ne- 
®otlations that have been pending, hav- 
ing represented the committee in a legal 
way. He said: 

“The agreement was a fair proposition 
for the city and a lberal proposition for 
Mr. Atkinson and I believe that the time 
Wiil come when Mr. Atkinson, officials of 
the city and the citizens of Atlanta op- 
posing the proposition will find abundant 
cause to regret that this proposition of 
Settlement Was not consummated.”’ 

Committeemen Rawson and LaHatte 
were seen after the meeting. Beyond 
Stating that the negotiations were off. 
they declined to discuss the matter. They 
both admitted that it was the misunder- 
Standing that caused the hitch which re- 
sulted in the déal falling through. They 
said that neither stde would recede from 
the position each had taken. 

What Mr. Atkinson Said. 

During the afternoon Mr. Atkinson was 
Seen at his office and asked if he had any- 
thing to say relative to the way in which 
the conference had terminated. He stated 
that the article quoting him as saying it 
wouid be impossible to carry out such an 
agreement as proposed because of the 
mayer’s opposition, was correct. 

“I have nothing to add to that,’’ said 
he. “‘All I could do would be to say the 
Same thing in other words, and that is, I 
think, unnecessary.” 

Mayor Mims Talks. 

A reporter for The Constitution calle 
on Mayor Mims last evening and called 
his attention to the article quoting Mr. 
Atkinson as saying that the responsi- 
bility of the failure to agree should rest 
with the mavor. He was asked if he had 
anything to say in reply. He said: 

“IT have only this to say: I think that 
Mr. Atkinson, if he is correctly reported, 
in saying that I alone am responsible 
for the defeat of the effort of the com- 
mittee to come to any agreement, gives 
a somewhat ridiculous excuse. It seems 
to me that he places the committee, if 
not in a false, at least in a very ridicu- 
lous position. The committee was ap- 
pointed by the council to try and reach 
an agreement with Mr. Atkinson, and 
they certainly theught they had done so 
and made report accordingly. The coun- 
cil was then convened to hear-the report 
and the committee was about to make 
it, when Mr. Atkinson objected for sev- 
eral reasons stated—the principal one be- 
ing that the limjtation of the ad valorem 
taxes for ten years was too large. Other 
claims were also made—one being that 
the city should waive any occupation 
tax for the full term of the franchise, 
and other requirements in his favor; all, 
as I thought, against the interests of the 
city. All of these, I imagine, were better 
calculated to influence the committee in 
refusing them than any opinion of mine. 

“T am at the first of the charge that I 
prevented a settlement or influenced the 
coramittee in such manntr as to prevent 
any setilement. This must be an inven- 
ticn of Mr. Atkinsen. I will sav, how- 
ever, that I did not approve of the terms 
of the report of the Gommittee 
on account of what I consid - 
ered then, and ccnsider now, a most 
unjust and, I believe, illegal limitation of 
the amount of ad valorem taxes, not fo> 
only, but the whole term of 
forty-eight years of the franchise, while 
citizens gencrally have to pay on the full 
amount of ad valorem taxes. Yet I did 
not anncunce any action that I would 
take in the event of its adoption by the 
council, rether declaring I would first 
hear from leading business men and con- 
sider well their views. To this end, sup- 
posing the report would be made as first 
agreed to, I had invited twenty leading 
citizens and representative business men, 
whose views I knew net, and some with 
whow IT was not pers nally acquainted, 
to meet me this evening and vive m» the 
benefit of their epinions regarding this 
important mater. The committee and 
Mr. Atkinson failing to agree, I called 
this mecting off. 

*} am onxious for the settlement of this 
question cn fsir and equitable terms-— 
bit not on either of the propositions 
made by Mr. Atkinson, both «cf which I 
consider only to the imterest of his cor- 
porations and to the detriment of the 
city. I prefer to hold refusal to agree tu 
a ccnsolidaticn with the right that we 
have now to exact ad valorem taxes on 
the cash market value of his properties 
constituting a monopoly, than to agree 
to his first pcor paltry offer to the city 
which the council pruperly ojected by a 
uncnimous vote. But even that was 
preferable to this last proposition to ex- 
vept his propertics from the same rule 
of ad valorem taxation that applies to 
all citizens alike.”

All powers 
should be reserved s0 as to make his 
properties pay their proportionate shore 
of the taxation of the city, as other 
property owners do. This much and no 
more.

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DEATH ‘SPREAD 
BY EXPLOSION 


Four Boilers Let Go at Once 
in Steel Works at — 
Pittsburg. . 


THREE KILLED. OUTRIGHT 
AND TWELVE INJURED 


For Blocks Around Houses Were 
Damaged by the Force of the 
Explosion—No Cause Is 
Assigned for the 
Accident. 


Pittsburg, Pa., December 20.—Three 
dead, one missing and twelve injured is 
the result of a terrific boiler explosion at 
the Black Diamond Steel Works of Park 
Brothers on Tnirtieth street today. The 
dead are: 

John Welvila, aged 31. 
Patrick O’Connor, aged 28. 


An unknown man. 

John Wilts is missing and is probably 
among the killed. 

Reuben Miller, Jr.,. superintendent of 
the plant, states that the boilers were 
examined lest week and pronounced in 
excellent condition. No kKncwn cause can 
be given for the explcsion, but a thorough 
investigation is now in progress. 

The explosion occurred at 4:15 a. m. 
Four boilers exploded at once, reducing 
the mill fo ruins. The boiler works of 
James McNeil adjoining were also de- 
stroyed. One of the boilers went clean 
through the Park Brothers’ mill end 
crashed into the McNeil plant, almost 
completely demolishing it. 

Another of the boilers went through 
the roof of the bar mill, soared through 
the air across Thirtieth street and 
creshed into the residence of Robert 
Price. It went through the front wall 
and fell mto the cellar, completely wreck- 
ing the house. Price and his family were 
asleep ait the time and had to rueh to the 
street in their night clothes. 

The other twy boilers were blown to 
pieces and it was these that caused the 
complete destruction of the mill. 

Just what the extent of the loss will be 
to the Park Brothers Company and the 
MeNeils is not known, but variously esti- 
mated from $25,000 to $100,000. Both plants 
will have to be rebuilt. The foree of the 
explosion was greatest on Thirtieth street 
opposite the mill. For almost one biock 
there is not a whole pane of glass in any 
of the houses. Twenty-three hlocks 
above the mill, on Fifty-third street, is 
the residence of William Curley. A lamp 
was. knocked off the table in Curley’s 
rowm by the force of the explosion. 

A row of six brick tenement houses in 
Spruce alley, opposite the mill, occupied 
ty Slavs principally, was badly damaged. 
Every window in the house was shattered 
and some of the walls are cracked. The 
inmates when they heard the exploshon 
jumped trom their beds and when they 
felt the houses moving rushed to the 
street shrieking end shouting. For at 
least fifteen minutes the entire number 
of occupants of the houses stood in their 
bare feet and in their night clethes in 
the snow until they found thut their 
haumes were not going to collapse. 
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ed on by Mr. Atkinson were, in my opin- 
icn, not to’ he considered.

NOT IN HARMONY 


Rumors Current That Certain 
Nations Will. Withdraw 
from Conference. 


JOHN BARRETT DEFENDS 
‘UNITED STATES TARIFF 


Tells the Congress That the State-, 
ment by Senor Anadon About 
“Chinese Walis” Is Not 
True—Clerical Press 
Against Congress. 


Mexico City, December 20.—John Bar- 
rett, of the United States deleg tion to 
the Pan-American conference, who is 
leaving for Washington today, made a 
farewell speech at this morning's ses- 
sion. He begged his South American 
colleagues to remember the special con- 
ditions under which the United States 
delegution had to work. The decisions of 
the conference, as far as the United 
States was concerned, were dependent for 
approval of the action of the United 
States senate, and that body had to cor- 
sider the varying interests and feolings 
of forty-five independent states, whereas 
it must be remembered that all the Latin- 
American delegates to the conference put 
tcgether only represented eighteen indé- 
rendent states. The American delegates 
have. realized; continued Mr. Barrrett, 
that they had to contend against somé 
d¢gree «f opposition here, not on the part 
of the Mexican people, but the clerical 
press. However, they fully understand 
that the clerical press represented noth- 
ing but. self. 

Barrett on the Tariff. 

Mr. Barrett went on to correct thé 
statement made by Senor Anadon, of Ar- 
gentina, at the previous session to the 
etfect that the United States was sur- 
reunded by a Chincse wall in the shape 
of its tariff. The tariff, explained Mr 
Barrett, had not been hastily developed. 
it was the outcome of the necessities of 
the American people and the expression 
of the result and interests of forty-five 
different staittes. At present nearly 30 per 
cenit of the United States imports comeé 
in free of duty, and we hope, said Mr. 
Parrett, to be still more liberal in the 
future. 

Mr. Barrett went on to allude to the 
rumors that hed been current of the 
withdrawal of certain nations from the 
conference in cage this or that thing were 
left undone. He _ sincerely ~ deprecated 
such talk. He exhorted all the delegates 
to remain until their labors were con- 
ctuded, so as to achieve practical results 
and to bring about the greatest good for 

le greatest numbcr. 

All should be prepared to make some 
concessions and realize that no one can 
have his own way in everything. He left 
crpfident that the rumors referred to were 
untrue and that the conference would be 
aitended with good results to the nine- 
teen nations represented.

Diss de Bar Must Serve for 
Seven Years and Her 
Husband Fifteen. 


“SWAMI” BOWS TO.JUDGE 
ON HEARING SENTENCE 


Woman Admitted That She Has Had 
Three Husbands and That She 
Was Jailed for Defraud- 
ing Marsh in New 
York. 


Londoh, December 20.—Theodore and 
Laura Jackson, the latter best known in 
the United-States by the name of Ann 
O'Delia Diss de Bar, were found guilty 
by a jury in the Old Bailey today on 
charges of immoral practices and fraud. 
The judge at once imposed sentences of 
fifteen and seven years penal servitude 
upon Jackson and his reputed wife, re- 
spectively. The prisoners listened to the 
passing of sentence in evident astonish- 
ment, but maintained silence. As the 
judge finished Jackson turned from the 
prisoners’ dock and walked down the 
steps. “Swami’’ as the woman, head of 
the so-called “‘Theocratic Unity,” has 
latterly called herself, smiled, bowed to 
the judge and court and followed her 
male companion to where officers were 
waiting to take them to prison. 

When the case for the prosecution was 
closed the defendants announced that 
they would not call any witnesses, but 
would testify on their own behalf. 

Jackson was then sworn and com- 
menced an address, very much in the na- 
ture of a lecture, in the course of which 
he claimed to be a man bound to single 
life by religious vows and emphatically 
cenied the testimony furnished as to his 
conduct with Daisy Adams, whose story, 
he said, was a tissue of falsehood. He de- 
scribed the female prisoner as a medium 
thrcugh whom he (Jacksony had com- 
munication with his “spirit wife.’’ 

Great Estate in Florida. 

Jackson, in his address, referred to his 
estate of 7,200 acres of land in Florida 
and dwelt at great length on the prin- 
ciples of the theocratic unity. 

When asked whether Mrs. Jackson had 
been Imprisoned at New Orleans, Jackson 
refused to answer until the question was 
repeated to him by the female defendant. 
He then said she hid been in jail twice. 

Mrs. Jackson then testified, and dur- 
ing her cross-examination the name Diss 
de Bar was mentioned for the first time 
in court, the witness admitting that she 
was the divorced wife of General Diss de 
Bar, adding that she had inherited a for- 
tune from him. 

The woman also admitted that she had 
been married to a man named McGool 
and to P. H. Messaut. She said her in- 
come from the Diss de Bar property was 
$14,000 yearly, acknowledged that she had 
served six months in jail in New York 
for defrauding Luther C. Marsh and de- 
nied that she had ever been known as 
Vera P. Ava. 

Jackson then began a speech to the 
jury. He said it was monstrous that such 
an infamous charge should be laid at 
their door, that especially considering 
that his companion had devoted her life 
to Christian reform, 

Scores American Juries. 

“However,” he added, ‘I believe that 
absolute justice can be obtained from an 
English judge and jury, which is more 
than I can say for America.’’ 

The female prisoner, in turn, addressed 
the jury. Drawing her classic robe 
around her ample form and raising her- 
self to her full height, she held the court 
spellbound for over an hour. Mrs. Jack- 
son seemed never at a loss for . words. 
She carefully dissected all the evidence 
and wound up with a powerful perora- 
tion, to the effect that she did not desire 
any halting, ambiguous verdict, but an 
unequivocable expression of justice. 

Justice Bigham then summed up very 
strongly against the prisoners, saying it 
was difficult to conceive of more revolt- 
ing and abominable conduct. He said that 
he would not be doing his duty unless he 
prevented the male prisoner from prac- 
ticing such filthy acts under the cloak of 
religion for some years to come. 

The jury was absent less than five min- 
utes. A deathlike silence followed the 
pronouncement of the word “‘guilty’’ and 
the judge quickly passed the sentence.

COURT HOUSE WAS ON FIRE. 


Flames Discovered in Basement Late 
Yesterday Afternoon—Excite- 
ment, but Little Damage.

Stopped Black Desperadoes 


Negroes Attempt To Run Whites 
t of a West Virginia Saloon 
and Three Are Killed by 

Eighteen- Year-Old 
White Boy.

Welch, W. Va., December 2).—Wayne 
Demon, an 18-year-old boy, shot three 
negroes to death in a saloon at the min- 
ing town of Davy, this county, this even- 
ing. This was pay day at the Davy 
mines and the negroes had begun their 
holiday celebration. Drunkenness was 
visible on every hand, and when about 
a dozen of the big blacks entered Eu- 
gene Dye’s saloon, revolyers in hand, and 
demanded that all the whites within re- 
tire, the trouble began. ‘The bartender 
stepped into ah adjoining room for his 
pistol and all the other whites save De- 
mon made a run to get away. Demon 
pulled his revolver and shot three of 
the negroes to death. The others fairly 
fell over one another in getting away. 
Those dead are: : 

Lem Boolon, ‘‘Frick’’ Watts and Harry 
Good, all residents of the coal fields. 

In the excitement Demon, whose home 
is in Catlettsburg, Ky., left the saloon 
by a rear door and up to a late hour 
tonight had not been captured. In fact, 
but very little effort is being made to ap- 
prehend him. He {is an assistant book- 
keeper for Cole, Crane & Co., of Cin- 
cinnati, who are engaged extensively in 
timbering in ths county.

BELIEVES HE DIED OF POISON. 


Although No Poison Was Found in 
Goodman’s Stomach. 
Jeffersonville, Ind., December 20.—In the 
trial today of Newel] C. Rathbun. 
charged with causing the death of 
Charles Goodman at the Falls City hotel, 
in this city,,on November 6, Dr. L. B. 
Kastenbine, of Louisville, who made 
the chemical analysis of tioodman’s 
stomach, testified that he found 
no poison. He stated, however, 
that he believed Goodman’s death had 
been caused by either prussic acid or 
chloroform. Dr. Kastenbine said the 
stomach, heart and all] vital organs were 
in good condition and, there was nothing 
to indicate death from a natural cause. 
On cross-examination Dr. Kastenbine 
Stated that the brain presented a 
blanched appearance, which in many 
cases was evidence that death was due 

to chloroform. He said: 

“We have found no indications that 
Goodman died of either alcoholism or 
cigarette poisoning.’’ 

Dr. Carl Weidman, of Louisville, testi- 
fied that considering the healthy condi- 
tion in which the organs of Charlies Goou- 
man were found to be, and as the chemist 
failed to find any poison, he would nat- 
urally “draw the conclusion that Goodman 
came to his death from anesthetic poison, 
such as ether or chloroform.

Cc. Oo. L. Cooper and R. V. LaDow, both 


examiners of the department of justice, 


were in the city yesterday in conference 
with Architect Eames, Contractor Grif- 
feth and representatives of Stewart BPros., 
of Cincinnati, for the purpose of testing 
the machinery. It has been in opera- 
tion two days and has proved satisfactory 
in every respect. 

The prison will be used for southern 
prisoners who may be sent up from the 
courts, while a number from the south 
who have been committed to prison 
within recent dates will be sent here. 
These will be brought from the prisons 
at Columbus, Ohio; Moundsville, “Ohio; 
Auburn, N. Y., and Trenton, N. J. 

Mr. Cooper, one of the examiners, was 
private secretary to McKinley while gov- 
ernor of Ohio. and was also with him 
at Canton, Ohio, dvring the famous pres- 
idential campaign of i896.

WILL CONTEST THE BACK TAX. 


Alleged Delinquents Claim That 
They Are Not Liable. 
Jackson, Miss., December 20.—(Special.) 
A wail of protest comes from Pike coun- 
ty, where State Revenue Agent Adams 
has succeeded in unearthing delinquent 
solvent credits aggregating fully $8,000,000 
which has heretofore escaped taxation 
and it is learned that the back tax claims 
will be stubbornly contested when they 
are submitted to the board of supervisors 
at the January session for approval. 
Many of the alleged delinquents claim

MORGAN IS HELD FOR TRIAL. 


Charged with Embezzling $25,000 
Cash and Check for Same Amount. 
Birmingham, Ala., December 20.—The 

preliminary trial of George W. Morgan, 
president of the defunct Continental Se- 
curity Company, charged with em- 
bezzlement of $25,000 and a check for the 
Same amount, was brought to a sudden 
termination late this afternoon by Jus- 
tice Benners refusing to honor any fur- 
ther testimony and holding the defendant 
to await action by the grand jury. His 
bond is fixed até $3,000. 

Records were introduced today to show 
that at a special meeting of the board of 
directors of the company a statement was 
read by which Morgan and George Blinn, 
Jr., agreed to turn over to the Conti- 
nental company the assets, capital stock, 
etc., of the Southern Debenture Company 
for $7/,500 and the capital stock of the 
National Debenture Company, of Atlanta, 
for $5,900. This proposition was accepted 
and it was agreed to pay the sum of 
$84,000 for the two companies. 

A report to the board by the president 
was submitted, showing the consolidation 
of the several companies under the one 
head. It is said that the income then 
averaged $1,000 per day, with an expense 
of $200 a day. 

Mr. Powell, the prosecuting attorney, at 
the trial today read a number of journal 
entries. Among these were the purchase 
of the several companies by the Conti- 
nental, which was set forth as follows: 
American Redemption Company, $32,360; 
Birmingham Debenture Redemption 
Company, $25,000; Columbia Investment 
Company, $15,000; Southern Debenture 
Redemption Company, $37,500; organiza- 
tion expenses, $9,600. 

After the adjournment of court Morgan 
was arrested by the federal authorities, 
charged with using the United States 
mails for fraudulent purposes.

WILL CONTEST THE BACK TAX. 


Alleged Delinquents Claim That 
They Are Not Liable. 


Jackson, Miss., December 20.—(Special.) 
A wail of protest comes from Pike coun- 
ty, where State Revenue Agent Adams 
has succeeded in unearthing delinquent 
solvent credits aggregating fully $8,000,000 
which has heretofore escaped taxation 
and it is learned that the back tax claims 
will be stubbornly contested when they 
are submitted to the board of supervisors 
at the January session for approval. 
Many of the alleged delinquents claim 
that they are not Hable for the amounts 
claimed and it is understood that some 
of them have employed counsel to fight 
the contention of the revenue agent.

It is probable, however, that the origi- 
nal claims of the revenue agent will be 
cut down by the board of supervisors for 
various reasons, as was the case in 
Adams county several months ago, but 
the bulk of the claims are likely to stand 
the test and reach final collection.

Tillman and McLaurin Still Senators 

The New York Sun is in deep dis- 
tress. It is afraid Tillman and Mce- 
Laurin have no right to sit in the 
United States senate. The point raised 
by The Sun is more interesting than 
important. That paper holds that 
when the senators resigned they were 
out, and out for good, and could not 
withdraw their resignations. Senator 
Hoar is-quoted as follows: 

As I understand the law, although I 
do not profess to have any special knowl- 
edge of it, there is not in the legislative 
practices or rules in this country any 
one Who has a right to pass upon the 
question of a senator’s or a represent2- 
tives resignation. Any act of laying 
down the office vacates the office. 

Senator Hoar referred to a_ case 
which arose when Blaine was speaker 
of the house. A republican member 
from South Carolina was threatened 
with expulsion, and a resolution to 
that effect was about to be discussed. 
Fearful of the result, the member 
arose to speak in his own behalf and 
at the same time sent his resignation 
to the speaker, intending to have it 
read at the conclusion of his speech.

seat vacant and ruled him off the 
floor.

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Slavery in Africa Soon To Disappear. 

blavery will soon be completely 
eradicated from the soil of the dark 
continent, where for ages beyond the 
aistoric chronicles it has been in ex:

Several days ago the German gov- 
ernment issued a decree- which paver 
tue way for the gradual abolition of 
slavery in German East Africa, and 
in view of the fact that other coloniz- 
ing powers have heretofore taken 
similar steps there is absolute safety 
in the prediction that it will not, be 
many years before slavery is wholly 
unknown in Africa. 

Under the terms of the decree re- 
cently issued by the German govern- 
ment the slave is given the right to 
purchase his freedom from the mas- 
ter, while the muster is required to 
give the slave one-third of his time in 
which to acquire the means for pur- 
chasing his freedom, and in cases of 
sickness and old age the master is to 
care for the slave. If this plan is car. 
ried out slavery will be completely 
eliminated from German East Africa 
within less than twenty years. 

With slavery wived out of Africa, 
there will be few portions of the 
earth’s surface upon which the blight 
of this great evil will still rest.

COTTON OF EGYPT 


Uncle Wellington. got | 


CAN NOT HURT SOUTH 


Baltimore, December 20.—( Special. )— 
Colonel Alfred P. Shepperson, the recog- 
mized cotton statistical authorty of New 
New York, is of the opinion, after a 
careful study abroad of the situation, 
that there is not the slightest probabil! 
ity that the cotton erpp‘of Egypt will 
ever add to the world supply enough to 
appreciably affeci the price of American 
ectton. He makes this statement in an 
article in this week’s issue of The Man- 
ufacturers’ Record, detailing the results 
of his special study of the irrigation 
works under construction at Assouan and 
Assiout, on the River Nile. He writes: 

“Egypt is an almost rainless country, 
the average yearly rainfall at Alexandria 
for the past thirty years being only about 
8 inches. 

“No crops of any kind can be grown 
exeept by irrigation, an4 une River. Nile 
is the only source oi water supply.’ The 
Nile is a swift and turbulent stream, and 
its muddy water deposit upon the frri- 
gated fields a sediment exceedingly rich 
in fertilizing properties. 

“The cultivable soil of Egypt consists 
only of the iand which can he reached 
by the water of the Nile. Beyond this 
limit there is only a barren waste of sand 


‘and desert, utterly impossible of cultiva- 


tion. The Nile valley is quite narrow, 
ranging from 5 to 9 miles in width—a 
mere ribbon of green verdure in a set- 
ting of brown sand. A ‘low Nile,’ there- 
fore, has always meant ‘lean crops,’ and 
a failure ot the flood a failure of the 
crops. 

“In order to hold back the water of 
the great river, so that from its banxs 


and through irrigation canals it could be 
distributed to the fields as needed, the 
irrigation works known as the;.‘barrage,’ 
a few miles north of Cairo, was com- 
pleted in 186. They werg strengthened 
and improved in 1890 and served their 
purpose fcr a time, but with the in- 
crease of the cultivated acreage north 
of Caro and the extension of cultivation 
in the valley south of Cairo, it was evi- 
dent that larger and better facilities for 
water supply were needed. A contract 
was, therefure, made by the Egyptisn 
government in February, 1898, with 
Messrs. John Aird & Company, of Scot- 
land, for the construction of extensive 
irrigation works at Assouan and Assivut, 
to be entirely completed by July 1, 1203." 

Colonel Shepperson describes the ex- 
tent of these works, and says: 

“The Nile begins to rise about July l 
and the flood usually reaches it greatest 
height in October. Even should the works 
be tinished in July, 1902, a year before the 
date specified in the contract, it is evi- 
dent that the first cotton crop to be much 
benefited would be the crop to be planted 
in 1902, as cotton is planted in April and 
May. It is not usual for contract work 
to be finished before the time agreed, 
and, therefore, it seems guite probable 
that the cotton crop of 1904 will be the 
first one to be affected by the new works. 

‘'The chief purpose of the construction 
of the works at Assouan and Assiout was 
to safeguard the crops of the land now 
under cultivation. There will doubtless 
be some extension of acreage, but this 
will be chiefly in upper Egypt, where the 
cotton igs much inferior to that of lower 
Egypt, and brings a considerably lower | 
price. Valued correspondents in Alexun- 
dria, who are prominent merchants and 
also largely interested in the cultivation 
of cotten, write me in respect to acreage 
that they ‘believe lower Egypt will ben- 
efit but little, as the area under cultiva- 
tion has already reached a point from 
Which an increase becomes difficult. ¢ p- 
per “egypt will benefil to a much greater 
extent, but the increase in acreage there 
will be gradual, as it will depend upon 
the canalization (or building of canals to 
take the water to the flelds), which wiil 
bs made. The chief cjvct of the new 
dams was to remove any danger of scarc- 
ity ef water for irrigation purpeses in 
lewer Eggi pt, and not in view of any very 
extensive increase in aetreage.’ 

“The system of rotation of crops is gen- 
eral, and the new acreage, like the pres- 
ent, will be devoted each year to the 
crop which then prom’'ses to be the most 
proiitable.. Less than one-third of the 
cultivable jiand of Egypt is now devoted 
to cotton, and it is unlikely that eotton 
will get even this proportion of the in- 
creased acreage. Egyptian cotton com- 
mands a much higher price than our up- 
land cotton because of its special adapta- 
bility to certain purnoeses and the com- 
paratively small crop. If the supply be 
larzely increased, however, the price will 
inevitably decline, and this will curtail 
procduction.” 

Southern ports seem likely, according 
to The Manufacturers’ Record, to make a 
record ‘tor iSvi as exporters of bread- 
stuffs. Dusting the eleven months of the 
year the value ot these exports has in- 
creased at all ports from $218,409,371 in 
the same pe#riod-in 1900 to $252,567,046, a 
total of $34,157,675. The increases at sonuth- 
ern ports have been, at Baltimore, from 
$29,833,283 to $39,444,731; Newport News, 
from $14,214,988 to $16,506,457; Norfolk, from 
$3,161,920 to $3,594,759; Galveston, from §&8,- 
806,084 to $11,786,953; Mobile, from $1,317,77 
to $1,691,535; New Orleans, from $16,081,580 
to $26,520,305. The total increase at south- 
ern ports was $26,147,230, against a net 
gain at all other ports, the Pacifie coast 
included, of $5,010,445.

Southern Boys To Serve in the Camarines Dis- 
tricte== Transport Problem in the 
Philippines. .

at Atlanta are now well on the last sh 
lap of their half-around-the-world jour 
ney, and within a very few hours will 
be set down at Nueva Caceres, the head- 
quarters of the Twenty-sixth infantry, 
to which they belong. From there all 
the men but the band will be sent out 
to the smaller posts in this district, and 
their real life as soldiers will begin. 

They are not particularly enthusiastic 
over the prospect. To people back in 
the states the Philippines mean only Ma- 
nila, and the pictures drawn of life in 
Manila are most attractive. The thou- 
sand and one small posts which must be 
gatrisoned by a single company or half 
a company are not talked of by the re- 
cruiting officers whose sole idea is to get 
men into the service; the beauties of the 
Luneta are dwelt upon in eloquent terms, 
the gay life of the Philippine metropolis 
is painted by master hands. There is no 
talk of Baao or Bai Bai or any of the 
other godless holes which must be care- 
fully guarded as precious outposts of em- 
pire; the tales of loneliness which drive 
men to drink or start the wheels in 
their heads are religiously overlooked. 

The boys of the Twenty-sixth got their 
first inkling of this state of affairs when 
they found themselves cooped up on 
board ship in Manila bay with orders 
that none were to be allowed ashore. It 
had been determined that the McClellan 
should come around here, so they did 
not have even the experience of transfer 
to another transport. They ware pretty 
sore in consequence. 

It’s all in the soldier’s life, however, 
and so long as they have to serve out- 
side Manila, I can imagine. no better sta- 
tion than here in the Camarines. 

On Terra Firma Incognita. 

The Camarines district is, I find, prac- 
tically terra incognita to most of those 
who have visited and written about the 
Philippines. The usual course with in- 
vestigators is a stay of considerable. 
length at Manila, where you are “told 
there is nothing in the islands outside 
of Manila worth seeing; then, if the in- 
vestigator has much time on his hands, 
a trip down to the southern islands. 
Sometimes attention is paid to northern 
Luzon, or rather some parts of it; but 
I have seen nobody save a few army 
officers who had thought it worth while 
coming around here to the southeastern 
districts. Those few came because they 
had to. 

I, however, have found it well worth 
while. For one thing, it has furnished 
the opportunity for contaet with another 
species of the Filipino—the Bicol. He is 
also the Vicol; you pay your money and 
take your choice, for the difference is one 
in name only. 

These are the people who inhabit the 
Camarines. Until very recently there 
has been a Camarines Norte and a Cam- 
arines Sur (north Camarines and south 
Camarines), and. I.am not sure but they 
still exist as separate provinces for 
everything save administration. The 
military and civil district is now that 
of the Camarines with Nueva Caceres as 
its capital. 

The Trip to San Miguel. 

The trip from Manija around to San 
Miguel bay is one of the most delight- 
ful of sea experiences. We have come 
on the staunch McClellan, which brought 
us from New York to Manila; and al- 
though many of the original party left 
us at the Philippine metropolis, the most 
important portion remained, and from 
the standpoint of pleasure the voyage 
has been only too short. 

Out from Manila bay, past Cavite and 
then through the southern passage, past 
Corregidor, and we were once more in 
the China sea. Perhaps, according to 
marine strict constructionists, not literal- 
ly into the China sea, for our course lay 
rather close in to the shore, and each 
curvature of the land gives its name to 
the waters contiguous to it; but tv all 
intents and purposes, these are the wa- 
ters of the China sea The general course 
was southwest until Point Santiago, in 
Batangas province, is passed, then a lit- 
tle south of east as we passed north of 
the isle of Mindoro, south of Marindique, 
between Masbate and Burias, and through 
San Bernandino strait, which separates 
the extreme southeastern point of Luzon, 
from the extreme northwestern point 
of Samar. Lauzon, you will see by you: 
map, straggles out to the southeast until 
it ends in. Sorsogon province. 

Over througk the strait of San Ber- 
nandino, we were in the waters of the 
Pacific. This was my first glimpse of 
the beautiful blue ocean over which poets 
have sung in eloquent enthusiasms, ani 
so far it has proved worthy of all these 
songs. Northward into the Pacific our 
course lay for about 2 degrees, then 
due west, then. south into San Miguel 
bay, a broad expanse of water set down 
between the coast lines of the north and 
the south Camarines. 

Three things were impressed by this 
trip—the great number of these islands, 
the mountainous character of much of 
this Philippine country, and the magni- 
tude of some of the problems which the 
quartermaster’s department of our army 
has to solve. 

No Snow on Mountain Tops. 

We were not out of sight of land dur- 
ing the 535 miles of the run from Manila 
to San Miguel bay. For most of the 
way we had the shore line of Luzon 
within sight on our port side, while on 
our starboard, islands kept bobbing into 
view until there seemed a never-ending 
procession of them. Big islands, a few; 
small islands, a multitude. Many of 
these are uninhabited; small barrios of 
settiements were to be seen on the shore 
«f the others, but there were no towns 
worth calling by that name. Al- 
most all of these * islands— 
all of them, I presume—are of volcanic 
origin. They have been shot up through 
the waters of the sea to take their places 
in the earth's dry land list, but so far 
their only apparent reason for existence 
is that they may add to the troubles of 
those who navigate these seas. 

Southern Luzon is in a high degree 
mcunmtainous. I have no idea what ‘the’ 
phyisical geographies say concerning the | 
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number of mountains in this region, but 
the traveler by sea does not get out of 
sight of mountain ranges. At intervals 
some one will raise his head higher than 
hie brothers in apparent pride of his su- 
perior stature, adding majesty to the 
scene; save for the absence of snow 
markings at their tops, the 
might belong to any mountainous region 
in northern climes. There is in all this 
absolutely nothing to suggest the tropics. 
People generally have a very erroneous 
idea of the tropics—the same erroneous 
idea that residents of the northern statics 
have of our own states of the south. 
They expect to find everything ‘lat and 
swampy and malarial. This isiand of 
Luzon is flat and swampy and malarial 
in spots, just as Georgia is; but like Geor- 
gia, it has many other spots. There are 
weoded, healthy uplands, and there are 
mcuntains towering as high as, if not 
higher, than any of those in the southern 
states. 
The Stop at Daet. 

Our first stop was at Daet, a small 
town in Camarines Norte. On the map 
this looks like a port on the coast near 
the entrance to San Miguel bay. We 
had been given considerable freight for 
Daet. On arrival, Captain Grant looked 
in vain for evidences of life, then went 
ashore in the launch to ascertain why it 
was that there were no cascoes or light- 
ers to take the freight. He found that 
Daet is several miles inland, that. a small 
collection of nipa huts, dignified by the 
name of Mercedes, was the only village 
within reach, that there were no facili- 
ties for telegraphing or sending word ex- 
cept through the native runner, and the 
prespect for getting rid of the cne hur- 
dred and more tons of freight were any- 
thing but encouraging. Things looke 
pretty blue until a small Manila steamer 
hove in sight. She was impressed into 
service, however, and after unloading we 
moved down tthe bay in search of Neuva 
Caceres, for which we had the tmops and 
about four hundred tons of freight. 


If there had been a_ transportation 
problem at Daet, here was one that could 
double discount it—could give it practi- 
cally every point and yet beat it out. 
Nueva Caceres is 25 miles up a river 
which is all curves. There is nothing but 
a fishing village of a few nipa huts at 
the mouth of the river, and as we drew 
up as near as We could to the rivers 
mouth there was absolutely no sign of 
life. We waited and waited and still there 
was nothing. The most natural conc!u 
sion from these conditions was that there 
had been failure to notify the army offi- 
cilals at Caceres, else would there have 
been an array of freight boats to tate on 
that portion of the cargo. Five days of 
ineffectual effort to get rid of that cargo 
have served to demoastrate the serious 
ness of some of the problems which the 
officers of the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment in the Philippines have to face. 

Twisting Up to Naga. 

The Bicols who inhabit this section 
have been a peaceful race. For many 
years they were victims of the maraud- 
ing Moros of Mindanao, so when they 
came to build their capital city of Naga 
they located it on this river, which they 
deemed admirably suited to their pur- 
poses. The river is, as I have said, al! 
curves. I have never seen anything quite 
like it. From the mouth to the site of the 
city is but 8 miles as the crow flies, but it 
is at least 2 miles by water. The Bicols 
figured that this distance would give 
them ample opportunity to learn of the 
approach of the Moros, who must come 
up in théir boats, and that the curves 
and twists in the river would give the 
defending parties a great advantage, I 
reckon they figured rightly for their 
days and times, but many people have 
since cursed them for the location of 
their city. Some of those who have 
cursed are now aboard the McClelian. 

We got up here some time during the 
morning, but it was after midnight be- 
fcre we saw sign of shipping. Then a lit- 
the steamer, the Sacramento, came out 
from the river and Captain George 
White, of the Ninth cavalry, acting 
quartermaster for the district, came 
aboard. From him and through persona] 
experiences we have learned the beauties 
of navigation on the Bicol. 

The little steamers Plying these 
Wwaters—there are but a few of them— 
draw from 8 to 11 feet of water. At the 
mouth of the river there is a bar which 
secms to turn and twist around and 
about for the purpose of defying the 
pilots, and at highest tide there is sel- 
dom more than 9 feet of water on that 
bar. I have geen three of these steamers 
stuck on this bar at the same time— 
stuck tight in the sand, their only hope 
being that at the next high tide they 
might perhaps be able to pul! through. 
At some stages of the moon there is 
more water than at others, and there 
have been times when these little steam- 
efs have had to wait on this bar, and 
those farther up the river, for three days 
at a time. 

River Needs Dredging. 

I went up to Caceres on the Sacra- 
mento the next day and we made some- 
thing like a record trip. Witn the best 
pilot on the river we succeeded in getting 
across the ber after having gone aground 
rot more than half a dozen times. Abou; 
3 miles inside the river there is another 
bar which we touched gentiy in passing, 
and then farther on another very bad 
place, where the navigator finds ‘‘no bot- 
tom’’ one minute and not more then a 
foot of water the next. The ship launch, 
which draws about 3 feet of water, went 
aground 2 dozen times at this point, and 
it is the usual thing to see some steamer 
in trouble here. The Sacramento, how- 
ever, made it pretty well, getting across 
these inner bars with a few scrapings’ 
and making the thousand and one short 
curves without bumping her wose in the 
bank but three times. 

I suppose the department officials at 
Manila have so many other prohlems 
that they have had no time to give t> 
this one of transportation to and from 
headquarters Of the department of the 
Camarines. Certainly they can have no 
conception of the difficulties of the Bicol 
river or there would be better equipment. 
Some day the civil government may 
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| dredge the river properly and kéep a 
channel across the bar, for this és the 
highway of commerce for a large dis. 
triet; but the best that can be hoped foe 


now is either a good, strong launch with 
'a jot of ecascoes to carry the freight 
| from the transports which have to ap. 
chor about 5 miles trom the mouth of the 
river or, What would be better, a steam. 
er built om the lines of our own smay 
river steamers—one tat a draft 
of 32 or 3 feet, but carry a 
great deal more freight than the preten 
tious screw steamer Sacramento.

the youngsters wandered off in pairs te 
discuss the beauties of the moonlight, 
And, strange to say, it made no difference 
whether there was real moonlight or not,

At Manila 
Captain McGrew, who had been in charge 
of the detachment of the Twenty-sixth, 
turned the troops and the band over to 
Lieutenant Wait C. Johnson, of that regi- 
ment, and he has been in command. 
However good a soldier he may be—and 
I’ve no doubt he’s a good one—his great- 
est distinction in the eyes of everybody 
in our party lies in his having been able 
to reach up into the skies and appropriate 
to himself this particular bit of sunshine, 
Were he any the less a good fellow I be- 
lieve there would have beeen mutiny 
over his assumption of the right’to take 
her away, and Captain Grant’s three lit- 
tle girls would have headed the mutiny; 
but in the week he was with us he quite.

They are & 
long way from civilization, but could 
hardly find in these islands fetter sur 
roundings than they wil) have either at 
Caceres or the other stations in this Bl 
col country. Some of them may never 
again set foot upon the tand they have 
called home, but that is part of the for- 
tunes of war—and of empire. The Me 
Clelland has turned her nose toward the 
Pacific and when conditions are altogeth- 
er favorable will be steaming away 
toward the islands of Samar where, a@ 
cording to reports, there is real fight 
ing.

BY HURRICANE OF BLOWS 
GARDNER WHIPPED CARTER 


San Francisco, December 20.—George 
Gardner, ‘of Lowell, Mass., and “Kid” 
Carter, of Brooklyn, N. Y-, met tonight 
at Mechanics’ Pavilion under the aus- 
pices of the San Francisco Athletic Club 
in what was announced as a contest 
for the middleweight championship of 
the world. Gardner clearly establishes 
his right to the title by knocking out 
Carter in the eighth round. 

The men had met twice before under 


similar conditions and on each occasion 
the Lowell lad was returned winner. 

Tonight's contest was one of the fierc- 
est ever witnessed in this city. Gardner 
was the aggressor from the start. He 
went at his opponent in a systematic 
manner and before the fourth round 
ended he had cut the Brooklyn boy's 
face into ribbons. 

In the fifth, sixth and seventh rounds 
he landed frequently with right and left 
upperecuts to the jaw, the gong saving 
Carter on each occasion. In the eighth 
Gardner rained blow after blow on his 
practically beaten opponent’s face, the 
latter finally going to the floor and re- 
maining there until ten seconds had been 
counted by Referee McDonald. Carter's 
ability to stand punishment was a reve- 
lation and stood him well in hagd. 

No other man could have lasted five 
rounds under the terrible punishment 
which Gardner inflicted. Both victor and 
vanquished were trementiously cheered 
as they left the ring. 

Fight by Rounds. 

Round 1—Gardner was the first to lead, 
but fell short with left. He landed right 
twice to the head and escaped counter. 
Gardner chopped Carter on face with 
left. In clinch Carter landed lightly on 
the kidneys, Carter jed for head with left 
but fell short. Gardner swung with right 
hand to head. He followed with left up- 
percut to face. Gardner got under Car- 
ters blow and kept up a systematic bat- 
tering on Carter's face with right. He 
drove hard right to head, but Carter re- 
buked him with a left to the face. Carter 
jabbed Gardner on nose with left and 
put in a right on Gardner’s nose, which 
Staggered the Lowell man. 

Round 2—Gardner landed left lightly on 
head. Carter jabbed Gardner twice to 
the face with left and they clinched. On 
emerging Gardner sent right hard on 
the body, but Carter retaliated with hard 
left to the face. They clinched. Gardner 
jabbed Carter twice on nose with left. 
Carter essayed a hard left for face, but 
was short, Gardner’s right went around 
Carter’s neck. Carter went in, but Gard- 
ner caught him hard with right and left 
to face. He theh staggered Carter with a 
v.clous straignt right and followed it up 
With two lefts to face. Carter put a hard 
right to the head and they clinched. As 
the gong sounded they exchanged blows. 
Gardner punished Carter severely in this 
round, but the latter took his gruelling 
with remarkable fortitude. 

Gardner Blocks Hard Left. 

Round 3—Gardner led with a left, but 
fell short. They clinched and Gardner 
hit Carter twice lightly on face. Carter 
put his left lightly to the face, but Gard- 
ner retaliated with straight left to jaw. 
Gardner cleverly blocked a hard left for 
the body. He crossed with left on Car- 
ter’s eye. In a clinch Gardner uppercut 
Carter with right. They clinched. Gard- 
ner poked his left to the face. He just 


missed right uppercut for the head, but 
in a clinch landed hard uppercut with 
right and left viciously to face. Gardner 
sent a right and left hard to the face 
and Carter retaliated lightly with left on 
the head as the bell rang. 

Round 4-They went to a clinch. On 
the breakaway Gardner sent his left hard 
to the face. He caught Carter a tré- 
mendous left over the solar plexus and 
evaded a return. Carter is a glutton for 
punishment and does _ not give any 
ground. He swung right hard to the 
Lowell man’s head. They then clinched. 
Gardner sent in hard swing to the face. 
He planted his left twice on the stomach 
and right hard twice to the face. Car- 
ter led, but fell short. Gardner sent 
left to the face, but Carter came back 
with two good ones to the face. Carter 
is bleeding at the mouth. Carter landed 
a left to the heart just at the close of 
the round. 


Gardner Bleeds Profusely. 


Round 5—Gardner sailed in at once 
and put his left to the face. Carter 
landed left swing on the face. Gardner 
put his left to the face again and 
blocked a return. He uppercut Carter 
to jaw with right. but Carter went in 
for more. Carter swung right, missed 
and then put a left to jaw. Gardner's 
infighting was very vicious. He sent 
left to the face, but Carter met him 
with a hard left hook to jaw. Gardner 
swung hard with right to head. They 
exchanged blows, both taking hard pun- 
ishment. Gardner had Carter bleeding 
profusely. He was chopping his face to 
pieces, but Carter went in with body 
blows and sent a terrific right to Gard- 
ner’s face as the bell sounded. 

Round 6—Carter tried left for body, 
but was short. Gardner put right to 
face and Carter retallated with full 
swing to the face. Carter put in a right 
to chest and they clinched. Carter 
blocked Gardner’s blows for the head 
and face and sent in hard left to the 
face and right to’ the bodc=. Gardner 
dealt Carter hard right on jaw. Gardner 
swung right for head, but Carter got in- 
side of it. Gardner landed left twice to 
face. In a mix-up he landed right and 
left several times in rapid succession 
and floored Carter. The latter was at- 
tempting to regain his feet as the gong 
sounded. This round was much in Gard- 
ner’s favor. 

Kept Carter Ducking. 

Round 7—Gardner went after his man, 
but Carter went in and-the blows were 
wild. Gardner landed right and i(ieft 
swings to the jaw. They clinched. Gard- 
ner swung wildly and in a mixup he put 
left and right to jaw. He kept Carter 
busy ducking vicious blows. Carter land- 
ed rights twice on the face and escaped 
a return. Gardner kept after Carter's 
face and rained blow after blow on the 
bleeding portions. Carter got in a vicicus 
right on the face that staggered Gardner. 
They fought viciously at close range and 
Carter landed twice on the face. Gardner 
again floored Carter with a terrific suc- 
cession of rights and lefts and the gong 
again saved Carter. Carter was bleeding 
badly. 

Round 8—Gardner went in, but. was 
short. At close range he put left hind 
lightly to Carter’s sore face. He f- 
lowed this up in a similar manner in an- 
other mixup, but Carter fought back 
viciously. Gardner landed a hard right 
uppercut to the jaw and Carter went 
down. He came up again, but was floored 
onee more. Gardner went at his man 
and rained blows that floored Carter 
aguin. He put his left and right to the 
jaw and Carter went down like a log. He 
could not rise, and Referee McDonald 
counted him out.

TOURT REFUSED [DEPOT COMMISSION WILL 


MEET EARLY IN JANUARY 


The Atlanta depot commission will be 
called together for its first meeting about 
January 1. Governor Candler, who is ex- 
officio chairman of the commission, said 
yesterday he had not fixed on any exact 
date for the’ meeting, but that he would 
call it about that time, or as soon there- 
after as practicable. 

The probability is that the commission 
will meet very soon after New Year's 
day. Governor Candler is anxious that 
the commission should get down to work 
aS¢soon as possible, as there are several 
preliminaries to be attended to before 
the actual work of building the depot 
can bé taken up. He has already received 
letters of acceptance from several mem- 
bers of the commission, and it is under- 
stood that all of those named will accept 
the appointments as tendered. 

One of the first things the commission 
will have to attend to is the attitude of 
the railroads in the matter. Under the 
terms of the bill the railroads must agree 
to occupy the new passenger depot before 
the commission can take any steps toward 


already practically assented, though un- 


| Officially, and it is believed there will be 


no doubt about the railroads readily agid 
promptly giving their assent. 

Following upon this correspondence 
with the railroad people, the commission 
will next have to advertise for plans, in- 
Spect them and adopt one that is suitable. 
Then bids for the work must be adver- 
tised for, and the contract let. 

lt is believed these preliminaries, if 
pushed as rapidly as possible, will take 
up at least six months, and it will be the 
of the year before work can be 
begun upon the new depot. It is not the 
intention of the commission to wait until 
the money is available before beginniag 
the work, but to go right ahead with E, 
letting the contract with the understand- 
ing that the contractors will get their 
money as soon as it is available under 
the law. Any contractor who takes the 
work will be glad and willing to push it 
forward to completion as Fapidly as 
possible and take the state’s obligation 
in payment. It is probable that when 
the work is done the contractor will have 
to wait a year for the final payment of 
about $200,000, if not a longer time. 

The members of the commission are 
anxious to complete the work as soon os 
possible, and it is believed it\ will be 
finished by the beginning of 190, if not 
before that time. 


PER DIEMS NOT PAID.

WAS ANOTHER VAUGHN. 

John W. Vaughn, who was sent to the 
penitentiary in 1892 from Bibb county on 
a charge of manslaughter and pardoned 
in 1894. ealled at the office of the prison 
commissicn yesterday and claimed that 
there was some money due him for serv- 
ing extra time after his pardon had been 
granted. 

It appears that about the game time 
Vaughn went to the penitentiary a John 
Vaughn, from Catoosa county, Was sen- 
tenced also. Later on the Catoosa county 
Vaughn was pardoned and the pardon 
was sent to the clerk of the superior 
court of Catoosa county. It remained 
there in a pigeonhole for eighteen months, 
dyring ali of which time Vaughn con- 
tinued his service ii the penitentiary. : 

When the mistake was discovered 
Vaughn was released and later Repre- 
sentative Yates, of Catoosa county, in- 
troduced and had pessed a resolution to 
pay Vaughn $189 for his extra services. 

‘The other day the Bibb county Vaughn 
heard that the papers had published en 
account of tke fact that there was 
some money due John Vaughn for serv- 
ing after his pardon was granted. This 
led to his visit yesterday to the office of 
the prison commission, and an investiga- 
tion of the case there... The records were 
searched and the visitor was shown 
where he had heen released from confinc- 
ment the day after his pardon was grant- 
cd. He admitted that he was wr@ng and 
did not push the matter further.

The detectives 1st“tlo time in getting 
ready to ride back to the river. They got 
the police telegraph wagon and wer? 
soon riding rapidly out the Marietta road. 
The weather was bitter cold, the ther- 
mometer registering close down ahout 
zcro. The officers had to face the biting 
north wind in an Open wagon, but they 
knew big game awaited them and braved 
the blizzard as best they could, 

He Was Under Arrest. 

Between 2 and 3 o'clock “they reached 
the river and rode to the mills. They 
found a young man guarding the gates 
and he told them that the bank robber 
wes inside the office and was held by the 
night watchman. . 

“You will have to go to the superin- 
tendent’s house,’ said the guard, “and 
get permission before I car allow you to 
anter the mills. The robber is safe 
enough and there is no danger in his get- 
ting away.” 7 

The detectives @emurred to leaving the 
Place, but on being again assured that 
Sinith could not escape, they went to the 
superintendent's house for the permit. 
Detective Simpson got the buggy ready 
and the office of the mills was entered. 

But there was no robber there. ‘They 
found the night watchman, who is an el- 
derly man, looking dumbfounded. 

“The robber has just left,’ -he ex- 
claimed. ‘‘He hasn’t been gone more than 
two or three minutes. I never thought 
of his gotting away like he did. He broke 
through a. window and jumped to the 
ground, 22 feet below. It was all done 
so quickly that I did not have time to 
stop him.’’ :

The detectives tried to get on the rob- | 
ber’s trail and succeeded in tracking him 
two or three miles toward the city. 

The night watchman stated to the de- 
tectives that when he first arrested Smith 
the robber asked permission to leave his 
overcoat with his wife. Permission was 
granted and afterwards it transpired 
that the $500 stolen from the hank was in 
a pocket of the coat. When Smith made 
his successful dash for liberty he took 
time to go by his hcme, which was near 
the mills and get his overcoat.

They say 
they still have hopes of capturing the 
bank robber.

BLEVATOR KILLS A FARMER 


John Reece Crushed to Death in the 
‘ Kiser Building.

LAWYER WITNESSED ACCIDENT 


Reece Lived Near Cartecay and Came 
to Atlanta To Sell Produce and 
Make Christmas Purchases. 


John Reece, a farmer who lives near 
Cartecay, this state, and who was in 
the city to sell hfs products,:- was crush- 
ed to death in the elevator at the Ki- 
ser building, on South Pryor street, yes- 
terday morning about 9 o'clock. 

Reece had :started to the fourth floor 
with A@torney R. J. Jordan for the pur- 
pose of selling the lawyer a lot of ap- 
ples. The elevator is built so that on 
the first floor the door opens on the 
side and on all the other floors 
the door opens on the west side. This 
causes the elevator well to be wired 
only about fifteen feet from the firgt floor 
to the second, leaving a space above with 
only the wall on that side of the eleva- 
tor.

leaned back dagaftist 
the wire work when the elevator first 
started and when the end of the wire 
was reached he evidently fell backward 
against the wall and was carried down 
between the wall and the elevator. 

The only witness to the accident Was 
Attorney Jordan. The only other per- 
Son present was the boy. in charge of 
the elevator, and all he 
was when he felt that something was 
keeping the elevator from moving, 

Attorney Jordan called to the boy to 
stop the elevator, and when that was 
done an effort was made to get the life- 
less farmer from between the_eleyator 
and the wall... He was so jammed and 
crushed that it required fifteen minutes 
to extricate his body. He was dead 
before Attorney Jordan touched his kody. 

Reece came to the city in company 
with his brother, George Reece, and the 
latter was sitting on the wagon in front 
of the Kiser building when the fatal 
accident occurred. He was so horror- 
stricken that he. would not, enter the 
building. 

Reece’s body will be taken to his home 
near Cartecav. He leaves a wife and 
three children. His brother states that 
he was to have taken back with him 
the Christmas things for his little ones. 

The coroner will not hold an inquest. 
Attornéy Jordan has sent Mr. W. H. 
Kiser, the owner of the building, a writ- 
ten statement about how the aceident oc- 
curred.
